Drivers of automobiles and other ve-
hicles are hereby notified that (¢ will
be the policy of the police department
of the Oity of Maysvillp to strictly en-
force the provisions of the traffic ordi.
nance recently enacted by the City
Council, and also of the ordinance regu-
Iating speed of automoblles within the
City limits.

The trafic ordinance provides that
every vehicle shall be kept as near the
right hand curb as possible, and in
turning ioto gnother street to the right
shall turm the cormer as near the
right hand curb as practicable, and
when twming into another stieet to
the left shall turn around the inter-
section of the streets. It also provides
that no vehicle shall stop with the left
slde to the curb. Any person violating
any of the provisions of this ordinance
shall be subject to a flne of not less
than ten nor more than $25.00 for each
offense.

The ordinance regulating the speed
of automobliles or other motor vehicles
provides that they shall not bs operated
on a public street in the City of Mays
ville at a greater rate of speed than
twelve miles an hour, and a greater
rate of speed than six miles an hour
at intersections, curves, crossings or
bridges or other points or places where
traffe {s so congested as to make the
running of sald vehicle at a greater rate
of speed dangerous, and a fine of not
lesa than $5.00 nor more than $50.00 Is
provided for the violation of this ordi-
nance, A strict observance of these or- f
dinances will prevent accidents, and
make travel om our streeta safe. ‘‘A
